“Take the open pit or strip 
mining stories. If you, form 
your opinion” by ‘headlines it 
would appear most of the 
province is being torn apart.

The turnout astonished Es- 
quimalt-Saanich Liberal MP 
David Anderson who has 
launched a nation-wide—cam- 
paign against phosphate levels 
in detergents. 

He organized the -meeting 
and admitted the large crowd 
literally ‘‘stunned me." 

“Ehad no idea that so many 
people were aware or under- 
stood the dangers of pollu- 
tion,” he said. ‘‘This is the 
beginning of a people's army 
to stop pollution and to save 
our land.” 

About 190 people were 
turned away because there 
were no more seats.

The British Columbia cement workers strike is 
only the opening salvo in- what could be the con- 
struction -industry’s toughest year. 


With $25 million in Greater Victoria construc- 


tiori halted or grinding to a halt and a minimum of = 


1,000 on-sité workers nervously eyeing the immediate 
future, 12 other major unions.are-gearing for nego- 
tiations with management over the next three months. 


The effects of the cement 
workers’ strike, now in_ its 
fourth week, have been rela- 
tively minor until this week. . 

“But,"" says Ed Phillips, 
executive director of the 
Amalgamated Construction 
Association local branch, “‘a 
total close-down of major jobs 
now appears inevitable. 

“Some of the sub-trades will 
be able to carry on for a little 
while, but eventually they will 


catch up and the whole 
industry will grind to a halt,” 
Phillips said. “I'd give it 


another week, maybe 10 days 
at the most.’ 

Phillips said he could only 
guess at the number of men 
enployed on major projects, 
but would estimate that close 
to 41,000 “‘on-site’’ workers 
would eventually-be affected. 

“And I think this is only the 


start of what could be a very 
rough year.”’ Phillips said. 

Before the end of February, 
three other _ major —_union- 
management agreements are 
up for negotiation. They , are 
the laborers’ apreemerit, 
teamsters and operating 
engineers. 

In March eight agreements, 
all of vital impoftance to the 
industry, are up for negotia- 
tion. They affect ironworkers, 
machinists, boiler makers, 
electricians, pipefitters, brick- 
layers, glaziers and sheet 
“metal workers! 3 

And in April the carpenters 
go to bat for their 1970" 
demands.

HE QUESTION OF SECRECY 
in municipal council meetings is 

a perennial one here and it is time 
that ground rules were established 


_for this highly controversial manner . 


of conducting the public’s business. 
The Municipal Act states that “The 
Council shall hold its ordinary 
‘meetings openly, and no ‘person 
“shall be. excluded, except for im-, 
proper conduct. If in the opinion of 
‘the Council the public interests so 
“require, it may. by resolution ex- 
-clude from any special meeting all 
_ persons other than its members.” 
That apparently leaves a large 
enough legal loophole for councils 
who seek it, even though for most 


‘But it would be better if. the list 


were formalized and made official, 
so that councils would be restrained 
in their resort, to secret debates. 


It is notable that some councils 
have achieved a reputation for in- 
camera meetings, and:some of these 
gatherings might have difficulty in 
being classed as “special” within the 
meaning of the Act. The fact that 
some councils in. this area habitually 
resort to closed meetings while city 
council almost never does implies a 


criticism of the procedure and a 


question as to the necessity for such 
action. _Thealdermanic challenge 
heard this week, that if the people 
-do—not-—like in-camera meetings 


“people “special meeting” would-be 
-one specially called and not merely 
a portion of an ordinary meeting. 
But the matter of what “the public 
interests so require” is vague and it 
‘should be much more closely de- 
fined, if necessary by an amendment 
to the Municipal Act. 

Admittedly, it is .a good thing 
“for municipal councils to have as 
-?much autonomy as possible, But it 

"js equally advisable, as a principle, 
that their actions should be as open 
to public scrutiny as possible. There 
has grown up a small body of topics 
which are widely recognized .as ap- 
propriate for discussion in closed 
meeting. 

Discussions of a person’s qualifi- 
‘cations in consideration of employ- 
‘ment or promotion or salary in- 
creases are clearly best carried on 
in camera. Discussions of proposed 
,purchases of real estate, where pre- 
‘mature publicity could result in 
escalation of the price, also require 
“privacy. And one or. two other ex- 
‘amples may be added to the list.

the idea of Soviet hegemony over 
the Communist world is unthinkable 
and certainly non-negotiable at the 
conference table. China may agree 
to a widening of the talks if only to 
bargain for time.

that broadcasters ban cigarette ad- 
vertising has met with some success. 
Last May, however, the Commerce

Everybody's Friend Just by Accident? 


HE prime minister, during a brief 

holiday in the South, became a vic- 
tim of the gremlins who work in the 
East Bloek: For countless years it has 
been the practice of 
our governors, . and 
those who would like 
to be our governors, 
to issue messages of 
hope, inspiration and 
cloudy’ prophecy at 
this season. It is 
obvious from their 
contents that they 
are written not by 
those whose names 
they bear but by 
dedicated public or political servants in a 
spirit of resignation or of eagerness to 
get home. 

They serve a purpose from the 
standpoint of news editors because they 
help to offset the usual tales of arson, 
highway slaughter and mislaid gunboats 
associated with our midwinter festival. 

This year, with Mr. Trudeau absent in 
the Gulf of Mexico, someone (possibly 
expecting a redundancy notice) saw his 
opportunity and seized it. 

Sandwiched between the inevitable 

paragraph. about our “untapped poten- 
tial” and a favorable’ reference to our 

“traditional freedoms” is this cryptic 
sentence : 

“In part because of accidents of 
history and geography, we enjoy good 
relations with almost all members of the 
international community,” 

To set this revelation in context, the 
thought that follows should alsq be 
examined. The next sentence reads: ‘We 
are not saddled with natural disasters at 
home or costly wars abroad.” It is then 
pointed out that we are healthy, well- 
nourished, do not suffer from over- 
population, enjoy high educational stand- 
ards. and have. access to great natural 
wealth.

Unfortunate Omission 


Clearly, there ought to-be another ‘‘in 
part” but, regrettably, we enter the new 
year without it. One can only assume 
that, in comparison with happy acci- 
dents, it does not amount to very much. 


It seems to me that, in default of

‘Now or Never’ Attack on Pollution 


GREAT deal is being made by the 
Democrats in Washington these days 
about the difference between President 
Nixon’s soaring rhetoric on pollution 
control and his com- 
paratively low budget 
requests to deal with 
the problem. On the 
face of it, the opposi- 
tion party can argue 
that he is talking big 
and spending very 
little. He requested 
$214 _million_‘to..help 
clean up the nation’s 
waters in the current 
budget; the Congress 
finally appropriated $800 million; and it 
is not_ yet clear that the Administration 
will spend the extra money. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Nixon declared the 
other day that ‘“‘the nineteen-seventies 
absolutely must be the years when 
America pays its debt-to the past by 
reclaiming the purity of--its air, its 
waters and our living environment. It is 
literally now or never.” : 
Despite this difference between lan- 
guage and cash, however, it would 
probably be a mistake to put the 
contrast down to political hypocrisy. It is 
only in the last year that Mr. Nixon, like 
many other Americans, has come to 
realize that a population increasing by 
over two millions a -year and an 
indifferent industry’ expanding even 
faster are poisoning the atmosphere of

_ Oran Authentic Hero? 


LONDON — Few things are 
held sacred in Britain today. 
One of them, however, is Lord 
Nelson. 

There still survives a cult of 
this tiny, vain, ‘theatrical, 
very human ‘and humane 


man. It is not so much his : 


consummate seamanship or 
his: formidable victories that 
drove Napoleon’s French off 
the seas, it is some quality in 
the man, an ability to make 
people love him, to inspire 
% utter trust. (He was also 
invariably successful.) 

When news of his death 
reached London 14 days after 
the Battle of Trafalgar The 
Observer lamented “the nob- 
lest admiral who ever wielded 
the naval thunder of Britain.” 
There is no other hero to 
compare him to in British 
history. 


Cat Among Pigeons 


When. therefore The Times 
recently published a long 
article suggesting that Nelson 
had sought death at Trafal- 
gar, where on October 21, 
1905, he was shot dead, the 
readers of The Times, at least 
were outraged. This was 
putting’ the cat among the 
pigeons of Trafalgar Square. 

There began one of those 
voluminous corresporiden c e s 
in which letters are fired off 
like broadsides and which 
makes The Times the ac- 
cepted place of battle for 
scholars and gentlemen. 

The writer of the article, 
Dr, Henry Durant, gave a

number of reasons why he 
believed the death was an 
elaborate suicide. 

Dressing for bgttle, Nelson 
did not put on his sword, 
which meant he could not 
defend himself if his ship 
were boarded. He insisted on 
putting on a long, full-length 
coat with heavy epaulettes 
and four bright Orders 
embroidered on its chest. 

He refused to give up the 
point of danger for his ship, 
The Victory, which led one of 
the two columns of battle to 
crash through the French and 
Spanish fleets. When a bullet, 
fired from the rigging of the 
French ship ° Redoubtable,. 
mortally wounded him, he fell 
to the deck — smiling. 

He said either: ‘They’ have 
done for me at last’’ or ‘They 
have done it at last,’’ and if it 
were the latter it had a 
satisfied air. 

He was Worried about how 
to support his mistress, Lady 
Hamilton, and his” natural 
child, Horatia. He saw the 
prospect of no» more great 
battles at sea, and only a long 
retirement on shore at half- 
pay. He had made a codicil, 
asking his country to look 
after the two he loved, and he 
said goodbye to them four 
times when he left England 
for the last time. 

Saying farewell to one of his 
captains, Blackwood, he 
ended: “‘I will never speak to 


you again." He was depressed 
about his health. 

More than that, ‘a gypsy had 
been unable ‘to foresee Nel- 
son’s life after the age of 40, 
and he had signed his last 
letter at the. bottom left of the 
page, which, according to 
graphologists is a sign.of a 
potential suicide. That did it. 


Who Needs Sword? 


An historian of the battle of 
Trafalgar wrote in to say that 
the ‘last letter contained the 
words: “I hope in God that I 
shall live to finish my letter 
after battle’ He also said, 
why bother with a sword 
when your right arm. is 
missing? - 

As for money trouble, th 
battle Nelson was sure of 
winning would make him rich 
in prize money, and the nation 
at that time was generous to 
spectacular victors. As for his 
sartorial display, this was 
customary. Admiral Colling- 
wood did the same at the 
head of the other column: so 
did the French Admiral 
Villeneuve. 

An admiral wrote that Nel- 
son was an extraordinarily fit 
man, though going blind in his 
remaining eye. His organs at 
the post-mortem were found 
to be sound, though smail, 
and anyway, 48 hours after 
his arm was amputated at 
Santa Cruz we was writing 
letters with his left hand.

The House leaders of the 
four parties meet regularly to

His analysis shows that of 
the 41. sitting days in the 
House from the begirming of 
the last session to Dec. 19, 
nine were spent in the general 
debate on the- throne speech;

In our very cursory survey 
of the crustaceans there still 
remains for consideration the 
most important subclass of 
all, that which includes..the 
crabs, shrimps, | crayfishes, 
lobsters and a whole host of 
lesser’ forms which share 
certain anatomical features 
with them. 


The larger members of the 
group are familiar to most 
persons because many of them

Most mysids are small, 
seldom more than half an 
inch long but they may occur 
in such numbers that they 
form a large part of the diet 
of fishes and other eaters of 
plankton. While most are 
marine one species, Mysis 
relicta, is fresh-water in habit 
but since it is usually found in 
lakes that have some connec- 
tion .with the sea it .is 
generally believed that this 
crustacean is undoubtedly of 
marine origin, a relic as the 
naine implies 


Mysis is particularly abun- 
dant in large, deep bodies of 
water such as the Great 
Lakes and heré it was found 
to be a very important food 
source for fishes.

gram, instead of the 70 or 
more now required. 

Efforts are being made to 
speed up business. by. getting 
time-consuming debate on 
detail out of the Commons 
and into committees. But even 
the committees are now be- 
coming choked up.

Sweden Miners 
Buck System

STOCKHOLM — A wildcat 
miners’ strike in Sweden has 
the makings of a threat to 30 
years of peace on the labor 
market, and the end of 
institutionalized central bar- 
gaining that has become an 
example to the rest of the 
world. Utopia is threatened— 
or is it? 

By most standards ‘the 
strike is ludicrous. Few work- 
ers, anywhere, have it so 
good. The miners have all the 
jatest devices, many of them 
automatic, with control no 
harder than working with a 
sewing machine. 

The mines are well run, 
welfare services are excellent. 
Mine galleries are spacious, 
and transport to the work-face 
is by underground -bus. Rates 
of pay are between 13 kroner 
($3) and 20 kroner ($5) -per 
hour, and most pit men earn 
about 2,500 kroner ($600) per 
month; high, even by Swedis 
standards. = 


The Good Life 


And it is an under-privileged 
miner who does not have both 
a well-appointed flat and a 
cottage out in the country, 
with as much shooting, fishing 
and skiing as he cares to 
have, For the mines are at 
Kiruna, north of the Arctic 
Circle in Lapland, with wide 
open spaces as one of the 
main attractions of employ- 
ment. 

Ostensibly, the strike- is 
over marginal irritations. One 
of the issues is that pit-face 
workers are compelled to 
leave their cars (often Mer- 
cedes Benz, Porsche and 
other status makes) out in the 
freezing cold, while the com- 
pany allows white-collar 
workers 'a heated garage. 

But, in fact, this is a good 
symbol of. what the strike is 
really about; a revolt against 
the Establishment, which in 
Sweden means the govern- 
ment, the trades unions and 
the civil service. It is a 
protest against centralization; 
it is the French students’ 
revolt of May, 1968, in another 
form. 

More than 4,000 miners 
have downed tools; over half 
the 4etal number in Sweden. 
Their employer, the LKAB 
company, is nationalized, 
which means that they are 
striking against the Social 
Democratic government, in 
power for almost 40 years on 
a mandate of looking after 
workers’ interests... Meanwhile, 
private mines go on working 
without a breath of complaint. 

Under the established pro- 
cess of central bargaining, the 
LKAB managers and the 
miners’ union negotiate a 
settlement in Stockholm. But 
this time the miners refused 
to listen, and demanded direct 
talks with the employers and 
the-union officials in Kiruna— 
nowhere else. 

The LKAB headquarters are 
in Stockholm, 1,000 miles to 
the south, and the mines 
searcely ever see the man- 
agement. Similarly, the union 
leaders keep mostly to the 
capital; and the miners have 
thereby become estranged 
from their ewn official repre- 
sentatives. 

The situation is exacerbated 


by the structure of Swedish 
society. Sweden is, to all 
intents and purposes, a cor- 
porate State, with the LO 
(Landsorganization, the Swed- 
ish TUC) one of the governing 
institutions. 

Since the Social Democrats 
have been in power for so 
long, by a natural process of 
politics the..unions have 
grown increasingly bureau- 
eractic. Their structure is 
rigidly hierarchical, and the 
chairman of LO, Mr. Arne 
Geijer, has a position in 
Swedish society coeval with 
that of the Prime Minister, 
Mr. Olof Palme. 

Mr. Geijer is usually 
treated with the reverence 
paid to a medieval Cardinal— 
for he has both temporal 
power and personal prestige, 
but the Kiruna miners have 
shown him seant respect. 

The Kiruna miners, then, 
have been made uncomfort- 
able by centralization and the 
development of the corporate 
state. Other workers, notably 
in the docks at Gothenburg, 
and in the-motorcar industry, 
are also restive, for approxi- 
mately the same reasons. It is 
not the employers who are in 
trouble, but the state and the 
unions. The question is, does 
this presage the break-up, not 
only of the central bargaining 
system, but of the present 
structure of society? 

- Many Swedes would like to 
think so, People mainly of the 
extreme Right and Left, are 
supporting the miners, be- 
cause they see in them rebels 
against the system. And it is 
a common saying that at least 
the-strikers*have dared to put 
into practice what many 
people are only thinking. 


Majority Control 


But anything like a revolu- 
tion is virtually unthinkable. 
Sweden is populated and ruled 
by a compact majority, whose 
first instinct is to récoil from 
those who break out of the 
consensus, So the authorities, 
paradoxically enough, will 
have a fund of good will re- 
leased by the Kiruna strike. 

But, on the other hand, the 
government and the trades 
unions have grasped that 
there is considerable discon- 
tent, which will have to be 
assuaged. In the past, they 
have had to deal with similar 
situations, and there is no 
reason why they should not be 
able to do so in the future. 
What they willprobably do is 
to carry out sofhe measure of 
decentralization, to promote 
the idea of equality and 
improve the communications 
between the rulers and the 
ruled. 

This may involve a modifi- 
eation of the central bargain- 
ing system, but certainly not 
its disappearance. The only 
uncertainty of the strike is its 
political effect. There is a 
general election due in Sep- 
tember, 1970, and a small 
swing could put the Social 
Democrats in opposition. 

But this seems unlikely. 
Probably what is in store for 
Sweden in the 70s is ‘more 
Social Democratic rule, and 
more radical trends to pre- 
vent any recurrence of the 
Kiruna strike.

HERMISTON, Ore. (NYT)—Across the quiet 
valleys and hillsides, igloos stuffed with munitions 
stretch out in long, uneven rows and*then disappear 
on the horizon. They sit among the clumps of sage- 
brush and the dull greasewood like giant eaarth- 
covered tombs. as = 

There are a thousand and 
one of them seattered across 
the ‘20,000 acres of the Uma- 
tilla Army Depot. Some are 
filled with bombs and bullets. 
Others hold toxic chemicals 
and other material of war. 
Some are empty. 

In a few weeks, many of 
them will be filled with poison 
gas weapons that the army _ 
plans to transfer from a base 
on Okinawa that will soon be 
abondoned, 

OONTROVERSY 

The movement of the 
chemical ‘warfare material to 
the Umatilla Ordnance, Depot, 
just a few miles west of | 
Hermiston, has stirred con- 
troversy across the State of 
Oregon. 

The governor has voiced his 
opposition. Both of Oregon’s 
United States Senators oppose 
the move. And a group led by ; A 
the District Attorney of Uma- 
tilla County says that the 
county will go to court to halt 
the shipment of gas. | 

But while the opposition 
around the. state builds, the 
residents of Hermiston sup- 
port, and even welcome, the 
army's decision. They have 
become more than impatient 
with the opposition. 

“Tt’s our town,”’ Jan Murray 
snapped as she pumped gas at 
a little filling station just 
outside the downtown business 
district. “If we don’t. care, I 
don’t know why everyone else 
is so bothered.” 

MORE-WORK 

On a main street sidewalk a 
19-year-old youth remarked: 

“Tt's none of the other 
people’s.. business....If they 
bring in that gas, it will | 
probably bring a lot more | 
work here too. They should 
just keep out of it.” 

Up in the middle of Main 
Street, in McCabe's Restaur- 
ant, John Morgan called 
Hermiston ‘the best little | 
town in America -—and the 
most patriotic, too.” 

The opposition? “It’s noth- 
ing,” he said, “These people 
just want to be against 
everything, that’s all." 

The people of Hermiston 
have other arguments about 
the gas issue. 

“They (the opposition) call 
it a moral issue,” said Bill 
Loomis, a local radio an- 
nouncer. “Well, if that’s the 
case, why didn’t they gripe 
when the gaswas in Oki- 
nawa? We're no better than 
the Okinawans.” 

GAS SHORTAGE 

The depot,’ which was_} 
opened in 1941, is commanded 
by Col. Charles R.! Norris. He 
points out that certain types 
of nerve gas have been stored 
there since 1962. “And there 
have been—no—accidents, in- 
juries or any cause for alarm 
because of its presence,” he 
declares. 

“There is a risk in anything 
that ‘involves movement,” 
Norris concedes. But he adds 
that “it is really negligible 
and I say that sincerely.” | 

When discussing the support 
that the army has found in 
Hermiston, Norris says: “‘It’s 
a rather refreshing bunch of | 
patriots out here. This was 
the government's decision and 
they are willing to see. it 
through.”

__ ‘Nationalism 
— Wont Net 
Better World’

ANTIGONISH, N.S. (CP)—Younge people today 
tend to “debunk” national symbols they associate 
with war and exploitation, says sociologist Rev, A. A. 


MacDonald. 


Interviewed: at St. Francis 
Xavier University’s extension 
department here, Dr. Mac- 
Donald said he feels there 
also is a certain questioning 
of nationalism in the tradition- 
al sense, 

The recent PhD graduate of 
Cornell University, Ithaca, 
N.Y.—where he observed stu- 
dent revolt at close hand—is 
himself happy about Canada’s 
new symbol of nationalism, 
the flag. “It’s mice to see 
when you’re away from 
home,” he grinned. 

But the attitude of many 
students to. nationalism was: 
What will it do? Will it pro- 
vide food for the hungry, edu- 


cation for the ignorant? Is 
pride of nationhood a great 
motivating factor for such 
things? 


“The changes, that have to 
come about in fundamental in- 
stitutions in the neyt 10 years 
or so are great, but I think 
nationalism will have little or 
no part of it.” 

Most universities had merely 
transmitted knowledge from 
one generation to the next, 
rather than concerning them- 
selves with changing society 
“for the better, This explained 
the attitude’ of rebellious -stu- 
dents who wanted to get at the 
root causes of poverty and 
conflict.

Then there are the suggestions that Canada has 


sold its hockey soul to the 


devil; that the Nationals 


couldn’t have beaten Russia anyway; .that a com- 
promise could havé been reached with a Jittle more 


effort; that Canada can’t get into. the 1972 Olympics . 


without going through International channels, 


All this, and more, keeps the pot simmering fol- 
lowing Canada’s pull-out from International hockey 


at the weekend. 


All deserve to be heard. 


The Devil in this case is the 
National Hockey League, 
becausé as one Winnipeg 
writer said: 


“Professional hockey has a 
stranglehold on the game in 
this country, and it will 
continue -that way.”’ Maurice 
Smith of the Free Press says 
that Hockey Canada president 
Charlie Hay “was led down 
the garden path” by the pros, 
but could do nothing about it. 

His~—eohp rom the Tri- 
bune, Jack atheson, was 
more direct in his charge at 
Hay. 

Bé described him as a “‘nice 
pit incredibly naive old chap” 
and that Hockey Canada, ‘‘a 
monumental bust from the 
start, is happy to be rid of 
international hockey.” 

And the inference is there 
for all to see. The NHL called 
the tune for Canada's with- 
drawal, 


Because Canada, by what- 
ever direction, did urge the 
HF to take a strong stand on 
the use of pros, adopt its own 
eligibility rules, and face up 
to the International Olympic 
Committee later. 

Naturally, the Winnipeg au- 
thors have a right to be criti- 


cal fom the world tournament 
was scheduled for Winnipeg, 
which also was the home base 
of the Nationals. 

Still, the point should be 
well taken. Because it is 
obvious the NHL teams did 
not go_all out to guarantee the 
Nationals the use of their top 
minor league professionals. 

This was evident in the 
continued use of such players 
by the NHL clubs on an 
emergency basis. And that 
alone made those — players 
ineligible for international 
competition even under the 
original IIHF ruling which 
allowed~the-~use 
professionals. 

Thus it can be argued that 
the calibre of the pros that 
Canada would have received, 
might not have been much 
help, because all the best ones 
had been used up, by the 
NHL. So what. was left? 
Nothing. So why go with it? 

Naturally, officials of the 
National team -were pleased 
with the team’s performance 
during the recent Russian 
tour of Canada. The Nationals 
won three and lost two. And it 
did appear that perhaps 
Canada would have a chance 
to end the Russian reign, 
playing at home for the first 
time, and all that. 


Team manager Buck. Houle 
thought so, even though he 
had to be prejudiced because 
of his position. But he did say 
he needed more help, and 


‘ admitted that he didn’t know 


who would be made available. 

This made his position 
rather tenuous at best, partic- 
ularly as Smith suggests: 
“Hockey Canada had prom- 
ised to develop an _ out- 
standing National team for 
the championship but later 
realized it would be difficult 
to deliver on the promise.” 
The compromise suggestion 
is sound and two fold. 

Earl Dawson, the CAHA 
representative at the IHF 
meeting proposed that the 
tournament be ¢ o m e invita- 
tional rather than interna- 
tional, and that would “‘by- 
pass” all the Olympic eligi- 
bility complaints. 


Others said the Canadian 
delegation should have gone 
along with the IDHF. ruling 
and held the tournament 
regardless, because what dif- 
ference was 70 days going to 
make .in ‘a situation that had 
been suffered for years. — 


“The Europeans have been 
giving us the shaft for years, 
but since we've been dancing 
to Bunny Ahearne’s tune for 
20 years anyway, this is a 
damn poor time to suddenly 
sit this one out. How much 
damage to our _ cherished 
integrity and self respect was 
70 more days going.to do.” 
These were some of Mathe- 
son's cryptic comments, 


“And Canada probably 
would have lost to the Rus- 
sians, with or. without the 
pros,” Smith added on the 
same theme.

Shapes Meat Balls 


By PENNY SAVER 


“Have you ever used one of those meat-coat- 
ing things?” asked Jayne one day. 

“Not personally,” I replied, “byt once at a 
friend’s I had chicken that had been coated and 
baked. I don’t know whether it was the chicken 
itself or the coating, but it was. delicious.” 

“Maybe I'll try it sometime. You see, I know 
this great meat-ball dish, but I think it would be 
even better if I cooked the meat-balls separately.” 


All the time we had been 
talking, Jayne had been mix- 
ing up a fish-cake recipe. Now 
the gooey, uncooked mixture 
was complete and she reached 
into a drawer and pulled out 
an odd-looking gadget. 


“A meat-ball press,”’ she 
answered when I asked, “It 
makes nice symetrical meat- 
balls and works just as well 
for other things that need 
shaping —like fish cakes or 
biscuits.” 

Her meat-ball press looks 
like a pair of heavy scissors 
topped with small ice cream 
scoops’ instead of blades.

Dr. Lougheed ‘described 
such an operation, the first in 
the world, performed Dec. 5 
at TGH on a 54-year-old 
Toronto woman who has since 
recovered. 

Using-new surgical equip- 
ment, the two operating 
teams headed by Dr. 
Lougheed spent 12 hours in 
bypassing the blocked carotid. 
artery just above the neck 
with a section of the women’s 
leg vein. 

He said the vein was 
inserted into a small opening 
cut above the blocked section 
of the artery, threaded out 
and over the skull-under the 
skin and then connected to the 
artery in the neck below the 
blockage, thus restoring nor- 
mal blood flow. 

Dr. Lougheed said his opera- 
tion “‘won't restore paralysed 
patients,’’ but it can prevent 
them from having additional 
strokes that could kill or 
paralyse them further.

Only three inches high are the flower stems when blossoms 
open, so they rarely are damaged by winter weather. 

The planting of these smal! bulbous types needs a bit of 
consideration, for they appreciate winter sun ‘and winter 
shelter as well as perfect drainage and summer baking. 

Freezing of the soil seems not to affect them, for last 
year the variety S. J. Dijt opened its buds in the lee of a 
clump of winter heather while the snow was still on the 
ground. They do fail to flower some years, but leave them 
alone, they are busily multiplying to give you more blooms 
in later years. 

The leaves, often a foot high, must be allowed to grow 
after the flowers are finished. 

Another true winter blooming iris, often beginning in 
November is I. unguicularis, an Algerian native requiring 
peculiarly right conditiofis before it will bloom there. 

I have seen it Well suited with its roots tightly packed 
into the foundation crack of a wall facing south, though 
shaded from all sun except the high sun of summer. : 

Gardeners who succeed in growing this lovely blue iris, so 
delicate in texture that it seems incredible in winter, should 
pick the stems as soon as the color shows in the buds. 

They will then last several days indoors if not subjected 
to a hot, dry temperature.

Phase One Transfer 


Phase one will begin a week

There's a classroom where 
youngsters can follow public 
school courses- under guidance 
of a. teacher supplied by the 
Greater Victoria school board, 
and a water play area with 
running water for children ta 
splash around in.
